What Prevents Chaos? 


New evidences of the power and 
wisdom of God have been brought to 
light by atomic research. The fission 
or splitting of the atom, which has been 
permitted by God, has brought us to

RE we sinners because we sin, or 

do we sin because we are sin- 

ners? This is no mere catch ques- 
tion, but one of profound implications. 
Most people probably think men are 
sinners because they sin. That is true, 
but it is not all of the truth. 

The Bible teaches that men are sin- 
ners even before they consciously sin. 
It tells us, “By one man’s disobedience 
many were made sinners” (Rom. 5:19). 
The one man who disobeyed is, of 
course, Adam. We learn here that there 
is such a thing as race sin, as well as 
personal sin. Through Adam’s fall into 
sin our entire race became a race of 
sinners. And that fall not only involved 
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Comfort for Dark Days 
“He restoreth my soul: he lead- 
eth me in the paths of righteous- 
ness for his name’s sake” (Psa. 
23:3). 
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the race in sin, but also in its conse- 
quences, for we read: “By one man sin 
entered into the world, and death by 
sin; and so death passed upon all men, 
for that all have sinned” (Rom. 5:12). 

Modern writers stress the solidarity 
of humanity, and it is an idea that is 
exemplified both in sacred and secular 
history. God deals with men as sep- 
arate individuals, but He also deals with 
mankind as an organic whole, “able 
collectively to revolt from Him, and able 
collectively to incur the penalty of such 
a revolt.” The Bible tells us of a time 
when the entire race had its being in 
the first man, when the total life of 
humanity was in Adam, the head of the 
race. Upon him God laid the gentle 
prohibition not to eat of the tree of the 
knowledge of good and evil. Here was 
a moral test and trial. But it was not 
just Adam and Eve as individuals who 
were on trial, but the human race as 
comprised in them. The first pair were 
under obligation to obey a loving Crea- 
tor in this matter, but they chose to 
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put inclination before obligation. _ They 
disobeyed God, and thereby was im- 
parted to the whole race a permanent 
tendency to put inclination before ob- 
ligation (Godet). The spirit of revolt 
which Adam and Eve displayed laid 
hold of the race. 

Such is the significance of the decla- 
ration, “By one man’s disobedience many 
were made sinners” (Rom. 5:19). In 
our birth we partake of the nature that 
corrupted itself in Adam. 

Now there are enemies of the Bible 
who resent and deny this truth. Also, 
unfortunately, some who believe this 
truth have inferred from it more than 
the Bible implies. Dr. J. E. Kuizenga 
has a timely word on that score. “The 
Bible,” he says, “does not make the mis- 
take of seeing in man nothing that is 
wholesome. It never represents chil]- 
dren as though already as perverse aril 
bad as they can be. The Bible and 
orthodoxy both recognize in fallen man 
what might be called elements of natu- 
ral nobility, but both insist there is 
ho escape from inherited and acquired 
taint, except by the special power of 
God.” 

Proof that an inherited taint does exist 
in man lies in the fact that all men are 
involved in its consequences. “. .. by one 
man sin entered into the world, and 
death by sin; and so death passed upon 
all men... .” Scripture sees the sway of 
death over the race as a consequence 
of sin. But infants and imbeciles, indi- 


viduals met morally responsible, may: 


die. In their case, at least, individual 
sin cannot be the cause. Death is uni- 
versal, but a universal effect requires 
a universal cause, and that cause is re- 
vealed in Romans as being our connec- 
tion with a race whose head fell into 
- sin and took us with him. 

Lét us look at Some objections to this 
doctrine. There is the scientific objec- 
tion first of all. The Bible says death's 
sway over men is due to the presence 
of sin in the race. But it is objected 
that death entered on the scene in this 
planet, was a part of the natural order 
in’ the vegetable and animal world be- 
fore man appeared at all. How then 
can it be said “sin entered .. . and death 
by sin”? Well, Paul does not say that 
death began when sin corrupted our race. 
He simply says that through the sin 
of our first parents death was introduced 
into humanity. 

But, it will be said, death had long 
since been natural to the animal crea- 
tion, and since man is an animal, death 
would be natura] to him, and would in- 
clude hirn for natural, not moral rea- 
sons, whether man sinned or not. But 
that overlooks the special facts regard- 
ing man’s creation in the image of God. 
On the bodily side man is an animal, 
but he also has a spiritual nature that 
lifts him far above the level of the ani- 
mal. The Bible indicates that man was 
creatéd with death as a possibility, but 
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not as a necessity. That seems to be 
the suggestiveness of the tree of life in 
the Garden. Had man remained sinless, 
his body might have been gloriously 
transformed without passing through 
death and decay: Such a bodily trans- 
formation seems to have impended for 
our sinless Lord at His transfiguration. 
Such a bodily transformation is foretold 
for that generation of Christian believers 
that lives to see our Lord’s return. With- 
out passing through death they will be 
changed and calight up to be forever 
with the Lord (1 Cor. 15:51, 52; 1 Thess. 
4:15-17). But “this privilege held out 
to holy men was withdrawn from guilty 
man,” and with Adam’s fall death passed 
upon the race. As Godet puts it, God’s 
word went forth, “Dust thou art,” that 
is, death is a possibility for you, “and 
to dust thou shalt return,” that is, death 
shall be man’s portion. The issue as to 
whether or not man should come under 
the sway of death was decided by the 
Fall. Rightly exercising his power of 
moral choice, man could have risen 
above the plane of the animal and the 
sway of death. He failed, however, and 
therefore remained on the plane of the 
animal and came under the power of 
death. 

Then there is a theological objection. 
Why, it is asked, did God allow our 
race to develop since it fell in the per- 
son of its head at the start? This is 
Something about which it is wise to 
wait for further light. It is part of the 
great problem of the divine permission 
of evil in connection with which we 
now “see through a glass, darkly.” Some 
things may be suggested, however, that 
may help. 

God could have wiped out the race 
when sin first entered. But would that 
not have been an admission of defeat? 
The alternative was to accept man as 
sin had made him, allow the race to 


. develop, but to introduce a divine power 


to recover man. If, by redemption, God 
should undo the ruin of the Fall, then 
He would be Victor in the field where 
He seemed to be vanquished. Of these 
two alternatives the second would seem 
to be the only one open to God. Cer- 
tainly it was the one He chose to take. 
He allowed the race to develop, though 
sin had marred it at the start, that He 
might show His love, wisdom, and power 
in man’s redemption. 

There remains also a moral objection 
to the doctrine of race sin. It asks the 
double question: How can Adam’s sin 
be justly charged to our account, and 
Where does the individual’s personal 
moral choice.come in? 

To the first question, How can Adam’s 
sin be justly charged to us? the answer 
is, It-isn’t! It is not charged to us, but 
its results inevitably affect us. It has 
been said that man not dependent on the 
race is as meaningless as an apple that 
does not grow on a tree. You just can- 


not get away from the connection of an 
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apple with its parent tree. And if the 
tree should be diseased, the fruit will 
be impaired. ‘Well, our racial tree is 
diseased, and its individual members are 
impaired thereby. Adam and his pbs- 
terity are one, and by that orgenic unity 
his sin became the sin of the race. But 
though the Bible declares that, it no- 
where says that the descendants of Adam 
are individually responsible for this sin- 
diseased condition of the race. No man 
will finally be condemned solely on ac- 
count of original sin. Indeed, f-om this 
very fifth chapter of Romans which 
teaches race sin, we are encouraged to 
believe that infants and imbeciles who 
have no personal sins find salvation 
through the atonement of Christ. 
Thereby provision has been made that 
no injustice to the individual arise from 
his being involved in the fall of the race. 

Where then does individual choice and 
responsibility come in? It is ours to 
choose whether we will remain “in 
Adam,” or become related to Christ. 
Satan, in securing the fall of the race, 
voted for our destruction as a race and

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ll. Fox-Hole Evangelism 
Atheism and Modernism are not enough under bombing and shellfire

N RECENT years among thinking 
i Americans there has been much dis- 
“ cussion about “fox-hole religion.” 
This type of emotional experience is 
thousands of years old, and is mentioned 
in several passages of the Bible. 

It was my privilege from August 7, 
1942, and for nearly six months there- 
after, to serve as Protestant chaplain in 
the combat zone with the Second 
Marines, Reinforced. I have been told 
that my service in the Solomons holds 
the record for Army or Navy chaplains 
during World War II for length of duty 
while under fire. I was in the combat 
zone for two months longer than any 
of my fellow chaplains. Be that as it 
may, it is rather amusing to hgar of some- 
ene who was in combat fof a day or 
two, and who says that there is no 
such thing as “fox-hole religion.” To 
any such individuals we say, “Poor 
gouls! You just weren’t under fire long 
enough.” 

The Solomon Islands campaign was 
a most grueling period for our armed 
forces of both Army and Navy. On 
Guadalcanal the Japs were stopped in 
their tracks, defeated, and turned back. 
It was the crisis of the war in the Pa- 
cific theater. For several weeks in the 
fall of 1942, when many of our war- 
ships lay at the bottom of the ocean, 
the outcome of the campaign tottered 
back and forth. On several occasions 
we won just by a thread. Several thou- 
sand Army troops and Marines narrowly 
escaped, just by the grace of God, a 
ruthless death in the hands of the enemy. 


What Is a Fox Hole? 


The Solomon Islands campaign con- 
sisted not only of daily bombings by 
enemy planes, hand-to-hand combat 
with enemy soldiers, but also certain 
types of terrifying and exhausting ex- 
periences: the dreadful bombarding of 
our positions by enemy cruisers and de- 
stroyers, the scourge of malaria, dengue 
fever, dysentery, diarrhea. 

Just what is a fox hole, and what is 
it used for? It certainly is not as rep- 
resented by some of the comic artists, A 
fox hole is oblong in form — six or seven 
feet long, three or four: feet wide, and 
four or five feet deep. It is shaped more 
or less like a coffin. At. Guadalcanal 
there were very few dugouts— most of 
the men built fox holes for safety. It 
is a well-known fact that when shells 
begin to drop, as they hit the ground 
the shell fragments radiate out in ail 
directions. Any person standing near 
by is liable to be killed or -wounded 
unless he is under the ground in his 


Last week Chaplain Willard told of 
his experiences on board the trans- 
ports on the way to the Solomon 
Islands. Now he tells how he felt, 
and how the enlisted men and officers 
felt when they were actually under 
bombardment by the Japs. It was 
not theories about the Bible, but only 
the sure Word of God itself that 
could bring any peace and comfort 
in the midst of battle.

fox hole, where he remaims in compara- 
tive safety unless a shell or bomb makes 
a direct hit on his fox hole, or comes 
so close that the concussion from the 
explosion kills him, 


The air-raid alarm sounds, “Condi- 
tion One !” or, “Condition Red!” Enemy 
planes are overhead. We hear the un- 
even whir of the Jap motors. We dive into 
our fox holes. Then the bombs begin 
to drop. The ground shakes. A few 
of our buddies are killed. And what do 
we think about, as we lie there, our 
souls naked before God? 


In America people’s minds seem to be 
wholly occupied by many thoughts and 
ideas:- education— that A.B. degree, or 
the Ph.D.; money—that safe-deposit 
box at the First National Bank, with 
those. savings accounts, deeds, wills, 
stocks, bonds, annuities, pension plans; 
pleasure — wine, women, song, eating, 
drinking, and such like. During my col- 
lege days I had learned all sorts of 
beautiful theories: the Graf-Wellhausen 
documentary hypothesis for the origin 
of the Pentateuch, Deutero-Isaiah, and 
other infantile and fanciful excuses for 
not believing in the trustworthiness of 
the Word of God. During combat, when 
the bombs were dropping near by, or 
the machine gun bullets were rat-tat- 
tatting in my direction, those moth- 
eaten apologies for unbelief just evap- 
orated into thin air. They availed 
nothing. Imagine anyone facing death 
to be so idiotic that he would appeal for 
help “from the most assured results of 
modern scholarship.” No man‘ called 
out for his A.B. degree, or his Ph.D.; 
no man cried for his safe-deposit box, 
stocks, bonds, houses, lands, deeds, wills, 
or pension plans. Imagine anyone, while 
enemy shells fall near by, crying aloud, 
“Welihausen, Wellhausen, come help me 
now!” Who, in his extremity, would 
breathe a prayer for help from Deutero- 
Isaiah, or the gods and goddesses of the 
higher critics; at whose shrines some 
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misled Christians still humbly bow 
down? Like the false gods of the priests 
of Baal they would have answered noth- 
ing to the cries of their devotees. 

But the Word of: God still stands on 
its firm foundation, and “whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved.” Many a Marine in my 
regiment called upon God at a time 
when he faced death, and found ever- 
lasting life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. 

For example, there was that atheist, 
who, while I w4® holding services on 
board the USS President Adams was 
himself conducting an atheistic discus- 
sion group down in the dining hall of 
the ship. During one of the battles he 
came steaming up to me. 

“Oh, Chaplain,” he said hastily, “if 
this keeps up much longer I’ll be think- 
ing your way.” 

“Why, what’s happened?” I shot back 
at him. , 

“Oh, a bullet zinged about a foot from 
my head. It was a narrow escape. Be- 
sides, whenever I pass by that cemetery 
and look at the graves of my buddies, 
I say to myself, ‘That might have been 
me. That might have been me.’ Chap- 
lain, it makes me stop and think. I 
guess I’m not an atheist after all.” 

“Good,” I replied. “I hope you'll read 
your New Testament. every day now.” 

Then there was that gunnery sergeant 
in a machine gun nest on Tulagi. He 
had been a devout atheist for eight long 
years. After all, atheism is a religion, 
with a creed, made up mostly of nega- 
tives. (In this respect atheism is quite 
similar to Modernism.) And he had 
zealously endeavored to win converts to 
his creed: he didn’t believe in the in- 
spiration of the Scripture by the Holy 
Spirit (the Bible was merely human 
literature to him), he didn’t believe in 
the virgin birth of Jesus, or the deity 
of Christ, or the veracity of the miracles 
of our Lord, or the resurrection of His 
changed body from the dead on the third 
day. (Again, note the similarity of the 
atheists’ negative creed to that of the 
Modernist.) But my friend the gunnery 
sergeant was in a machine gun nest on 
Tulagi one night in August, 1942. Some 
Jap cruisers and destroyers lay off shore 
and bombed us. 


Midnight Bombarding 

That night Lieut.-Colonel M. L. Curry, 
USMG, of La Jolla, Calif, was taking 
care of me in his house on Tulagi. 
Shortly past midnight we were sud- 


.denly dwakened by the terrifying crack 


of naval gunfire. To our surprise, our 
house and the very room in which we 
were sleeping were filled with light 
that was far from heavenly! A Jap 
destroyer was playing its searchlight 
right into our room! Colonel Curry and 
I dressed in about thirty seconds or 
less. A volley of she'!s might demolish 
the house at any moment, blowing us 
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both to bits! We ran along the path, 
shells cracking continuously over the 
island. The Japs were bombarding the 
harbor. Very systematically they cov- 
ered the area where our ships had been 
moored but a few hours before. The 

mecussion from the explosions made 

e@ ground vibrate. Shell bursts tore 
the sky. It has been said that there are 
no atheists in fox holes. It may be 
added that there are no unbelievers 
when the big guns open up. False phi- 
losophies dissolve before the reality of 
death. All becomes ygin but the Chris- 
tian hope. 


An Inadequate Religion 


My friend the atheist gunnery sergeant 
was in his machine gum nest all during 
that horrible ordeal. The shell fragments 
began to hit the trees around him. His 
negative creed brought him no comfort. 
There he was, just a mere man, with- 
out hope, or faith, or a Saviour! 

“My religion is not adequate for this 
hour!” he thought. In a moment he 
uttered his first prayer in over eight 
years. Some days later, after a course 
of indoctrination, over on Guadalcanal 
I had the joy of baptizing that young 
ex-atheist in the Lunga River. 

The sergeant’s experience was similar 
to that of many others. One night, while 
the Jap cruisers and destroyers were 
shelling our positions on Guadalcanal, 
a by no means “religious” war corre- 
spondent, well known to the American 
public, cried out as the ground shook 
around him, “Can’t somebody say the 
Lord’s Prayer?” In his extremity he 
felt the need of God. 

After one bombarding by. Jap de- 
stroyers, I found that in my haste to 
dress I had put someone else’s shoes on 
(I wondered why my feet were pinched), 
and because of shell-shock ‘and fatigue 
I could not use my voice properly. The 
medical officers would have evacuated 
me if I had said the word. But after 
going through combat time and again 
with the men of my regiment, we had 
been welded together into one fighting 
unit. I did not wish to be separated 
from my companions. 

Although under ordinary circum- 
stances “there are no atheists in fox 
holes,” now and again there stands out 
a person who carries his unbelief with 
him right to the grave. Such a one 
was a certain sergeant to whom I min- 
istered during the battle of Gavutu. He 
had been shot through the abdomen. I 
could see by the cold sweat on his face 
that he was dying. iI knelt beside him 
and spoke softly. “Sergeant, I’m your 
chaplain.‘ May I read to you from the 
Word of God? Or would you like to 
have me‘pray with you?” 

“I never went much for that stuff 
back home,” he answered weakly, “and 
I don’t care for it now.” 

Soon after, the sergeant passed on to 
the next world. I paused and wondered 
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who had failed —the folks back home, 
the church, or the local pastor? Or had 
I failed? God forbid! 

Some time ago I was speaking to a 
large group of Dutch Reformed minis- 
ters. These cool-headed gentlemen, as 
is commonly known, are far removed 
from the old school of Methodism. Af- 
ter my message, one of their number 
told us how a chaplain in the Dutch 
Reformed Church had written an article 
in which he stated that men did not turn 
to God prior to going into combat and 
during the heat of battle. Immediately 
another Reformed preacher arose and 
made the following comment: 

“If the chaplain that has just been 
quoted were a little older and more ex- 
perienced he would not have made such 
a statement. As for myself, I would 
like to testify that my son, who is an 
officer in the Army, now fighting in 
Italy, has recently confessed Jesus Christ 
as his own personal Saviour and Lord, 
and has been saved by the power of 
the Gospel while he was active in the 
combat zone.” 

No further words were needed. 

My own personal feeling about the 
matter is this: any chaplain in either 
branch of the service who did not seize 
the opportunity of winning souls to 
Christ at a time when all the conditions 
for, revival were ripe—men facing 
death, young tender hearts ready to re- 
ceive the Gospel, the earnest pleading 
of the Holy Spirit within—that such 
chaplains missed the most opportune 
moment in our modern history, lost the 
chance of a lifetime to do a real work 
for God. And I am sure, after talking 
with many other chaplains about the 
matter, that those men of God who did 
apply themselves to the task of leading 
young hearts to Christ, found the fields 
white and ready for harvest. 


A Chaplain’s Confession 


After one of our important battles, 
I was attending a service which was be- 
ing conducted by a fine young chaplain 
friend of mine. Several hundred Marines 
made up his congregation. I heard that 
courageous chaplain publicly confess his 
sins—he apologized before those men 
for the fact that previous to the last 
battle, during which many in his unit 
had been wounded and killed, he had 
not been zealous for souls, and had not 
been evangelistic in his efforts. Tears 
came into his eyes as he pictured his 
lost opportunities. 

Those of us who served as chaplains 
in the combat zone soon learned that 
without let or hindrance we could pre- 
sent ih no uncertain tones the Christ 
of Calvary as the Saviour of the world. 
During my six months under fire in 
the Solomons over one thousand officers 
and men accepted Jesus Christ as their 
own personal Saviour and Lord at the 
services which I conducted. Besides, in 
some instances, it was my privilege to 
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assist other chaplains as they, too, built 
fires in cold hearts. 

I have been asked on several occa- 
sions about these men who accept Christ 
as their own personal Saviour and Lord 
during combat er in a fox hole — if they 
retain their faith and love for Christ 
after the battle is over. Here is my 
answer. 

During my first week in the Solomon 
Islands I conducted six services which 
were attended by 765 officers and en- 
listed men. At every service I gave 
the invitation, to which 130 officers and 
enlisted men responded. Among these 
were two artillery captains, one of whom 
was formerly a Dartmouth and All- 
American football star. Fifteen months 
later, while we were en route to bloody 
Tarawa, this captain, since then pro- 
moted to major, came to me for a 
personal conference. 

“Chaplain,” he began, “if I am killed 
tomorrow and you are spared, will you 
please do me a favor? Will you stop 
off in San Diego and endeavor to win 
my wife t@ Christ? She has never been 
baptized. She is not a Christian.” And 
then I knew that the major, who had 
accepted Christ as his personal Saviour 
during that meeting at Tulagi fifteen 
months previously, had really been born 
again, had so experienced the joy of 
salvation that he wished to share that 
joy with his family. 


What Has Become of the Converts? 


One thousand souls for Christ in six 
months! And what has happened to 
those Marines who professed conver- 
sion during that six months under fire 
in the Solomon Islands? 

Several hundred are now dead, and 
lie buried overseas. Their souls are 
safe in the keeping of Jesus, that great 
Shepherd of the sheep. Where are the 
others? Some may be found in our 
Naval hospitals, permanently crippled 
by wounds received in battle — with legs 
or arms missing, or perhaps abdominal 
and spinal wounds which paralyze for 
life. The Lord bless those lads! 

Other hundreds have returned to their 
home towns in the U.S. A. Those whom 
I baptized have been linked up with 
the churches of their own choice, where, 
we hope and pray, they are now re- 
ceiving much needed pastoral care and 
attention. 

But if these lads who have met God 
on the battlefields return to their home- 
town churches, and find that their pas- 
tors are fanatical in their views on pa- 
cifism, if those who were commissioned 
to preach the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
persist in offering on Sunday morning 
merely philosophical lectures and mod- 
ern book reviews, if the home church is 
so cold that one can almost see icicles 
hanging down from the choir loft, then 
naturally such a church will neither in- 
terest nor hold a discharged service- 
man.

When native Christians sang of “The Resurrection” 


Letters from HARRY J. JAEGER 


Two weeks ago extracts were given from Mr. Jaeger’s letter from Natal, 
Brazil, on the first stage of his trip with Dr. Barnhouse. The latest news 
* has come from Roberts Field, a U.S. Army Base in Liberia, West Africa. 


E ARE greatly disappointed in 

not being able to get into Mon- 
rovia this morning (April 21), arid it is 
the first Easter either of us can remem- 
ber that was not spent in church. Don- 
ald told me that at midnight last night 
the natives in the village across the river 
broke forth in singing, “Christ the Lord 
Is Risen Today.” And now in the morn- 
ing hour their service is going on and 
they are singing many familiar hymns, 
such as, “Faith of Our Fathers,” “Rock 
of Ages.” I can’t help but reminisce of 
the former Easter days, with the pretty 
spring flowers adorning the home... 
and then the bright, cheerful, church 
services, with choirs singing, and happy 
children dressed in fresh, new, pretty 


‘ things reciting poems and singing sweet 


songs commemorating the glorious event 
of His resurrection. Quite a contrast 
this, here-in hot and humid Africa alone, 
except for Donald in the room next to 
mine. But, of course, not alone because 
He is ever near and becomes doubly so 
as I take up the Word and read over and 
over again all the Gospel records of 
the events of the first Easter Day. Then 
a careful study of the summary on Res- 
urrection in the Scofield Reference Bible, 
and a deep consciousness of His all- 
sufficiency is indeed manifest. Many 
Easters have been more joyous, but cer- 
tainly none that produced in my heart 
and mind as great an understanding 
of the reality of His resurrected life. 
Tonight’s “Daily Light” is significant and 
precious: “Enoch walked with God”; 
even so this day comes to a close and 
I can say, I walked with God. 

April 22.—Through the intercession of 
Mr. George Wilson, in charge of trans- 
portation here for Pan American and 
who has been very helpful, as have all 
the Pan American men, we obtained 
transportation into Monrovia in the Fire- 
stone mail truck. Our purpose in going 
into Monrovia was to see the British 
Minister in the hope of obtaining his 
permission to take passage on an RAF 
plane due to fly to Lagos, and, no less 


important a mission, to call on the Rev. - 


Mr. Flothmeier of the Lutheran Mission. 
Once again we went over the very fasci- 
nating ride through the Firestone Planta- 
tion, and then through the jungles. We 


saw little villages cut out of dense forests 
with their mud huts thatched with long 
grass, some large to accommodate great 
families, others smaller to accommodate 
the younger families of the village. Al- 
ways the small farm was present, which 
also had been the result of much tedious 
labor, and the ever-present naked chil- 
dren with their mothers only partially 
clothed. We saw the great palm trees 
of various species, some bearing the well- 
known coconut, others used for oil, much 
of which is made into an intoxicating 
beverage. The sturdy papaya trees, whose 
fruit contains more vitamins, we are 
told, than any other piece of vegetation, 
the Mango tree, with its great spread- 
ing branches, much bigger and more 
heavily laden with fruit of a peachlike 
variety, appear in great quantity as we 
wind our way over the rough, dusty 
road. Then the banana trees, with great 
clumps of bananas hanging almost ready 
for picking, which can be bought at 
about 100 for 40 cents. Then the pine- 
apple bush, just growing a couple feet 
off the ground, in great quantities all 
along the way. As Donald said, the 
Lord has been very good to make such 
delicacies for man. And I must mention 
the gorgeous flaming red hybiscus, and 
the equally brilliant purple bougain- 
villea. Frequently in passing through 
the more prosperous farms, we see a 
few cows and always the white birds on 
their backs, to eat the insects that ac- 
cumulate there. These are heronlike 
birds about thirty inches high, and pure 
white. 

Soon we enter the city limits, and 
find our way to the British Minister’s 
home, situated on a bluff about thirty- 
five feet up from the sea, whose breakers 
roll onto the rocky beach constantly. 
Donald sees him alone, and finally per- 
suades our British friend to cable to 
ascertain whether it is possible for us 
to ride into Lagos on a diplomatic plane 
of the RAF. 

While DGB is talking to the Minister, 
I engage our native driver in conversa- 
tion and learn he is a Christian, mem- 
ber of the Methodist Church, and evi- 
dently born again, because he responds 
favorably to all the questions I put to 
him. 
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After our visit to the British Office 
we left our boy to conduct his business, 
and we strolled through the shops run 
by Syrians, Russians, Arabs, French, and 
British. After sending a native boy out 
around the city to find our car, we see 
it coming down the hill and soon we are 
in it and off we go looking for the 
American Lutheran Mission. Arriving 
at the building where the Mission had 
been situated for years, we learn that 
a few months ago they had moved to 
the outskirts of the city about seven 
miles away, and fortunately on our way 
back to Roberts Field. Once again we 
drive through the city, seeing many of 
its people still dressed in their best at- 
tire on Easter Monday; many Moham- 
medans, the wicked tribesmen from the 
northern section of the country; and the 
poor, poverty-stricken natives, whose 
women are generally at work, either 
beating out rice or rooting for flour, 
making pottery and, without a wheel, 
spinning yarn in a most fascinating way, 
spinning the bobbin around with their 
fingers and smoothing out the fibers of 
the cotton to produce a yarn about the 
size and strength of the average darn- 
ing cotton. We arrive at the mission 
office, and presently we are introducing 
ourselves to a charming young woman, 
Mrs. Sadler. We are made familiar with 
the Mission and its stations, and once 
again my efforts to meet Mr..Flothmeier 
are thwarted. He is at the main mis- 
sion station at Harrisburg, a consider- 
able distance in the interior and too far 
to go today. But we determine we must 
see this mission at work, and look for- 
ward to a visit tomorrow. Mrs. Sadler 
very kindly prepares a lunch for us. 

Before taking our departure we are 
introduced to the Rev. Wesley Sadler, 
just returning to the field and to be par- 
ticularly engaged in the translation of 
the Word into the Loma language. I am 
thrilled to learn he spent last summer 
with the Wycliffe Translators, and knows 
Kenneth Pike and Eugene Nida well. I 
am further. gladdened by hearing him 
say how greatly he has been benefitted 
by his season with the Wycliffe Institute 
of Linguistics, and how he has had con- 
siderable success in putting their theories 
and policies into practice. Our brief talk 
with these two fine, upstanding young 
people convinced us they were true to 
the Gospel and were zealous for the 
evangelization of the Liberian people. 

We bid the Sadlers adieu, they and 
their fine little two-year-old boy, and start 
home, going back to Roberts Field. 
We've been here just a week tonight. We 
got a soldier to drive us back to our 
barracks, and, upon talking to him, dis- 
covered he was a Christian out of fel- 
lowship with the Lord. . We had the 
words for him, and upon learning he 
did not have a Testament, I gave him 
my Christian Workers’ Testament, which 
is a “chain-link” edition, making it pos- 
sible for one to do some fine detailed 
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Bible study or some personal work 
quickly. He was most appreciative, and 
promised to read it and renew his daily 
devotions and look to the Lord to see 
him through so many of the difficult 
places a soldier boy finds himself in so 
often. So, we said, “Good night and God 
bless you,” to our soldier, Private Tills- 
worth, from Shelbyville, Tenn., and went 
to our rooms. 


It is 9 p.m., and the native village 
across the river is alive with some very 
weird crying and wailing. Evidently 
someone has died and to those who are 
hot Christian, we know the cause of the 
wailing—they are those who sorrow 
because they have no hope (1 Thess. 
4:13). 


April 23——We went in to see Captain 
Vaughan to plead, if need be, for a motor 
car to carry us inland about forty miles 
to Harrisburg and to the Lutheran Mis- 
sion and to Mr. Flothmeier. We found 
him in a good humor and he promised 
to send us in with Sergeant Thompson 
ef Iowa, who was going te Monrovia on 
an errand for the captain. The captain 
told us of an accident that had occurred 
the previous night, when one of his 
corporals ran his jeep into a bank and 
there was some question as to whether 
the lad would live. After getting into 
the captain’s car, and stopping at our 
rooms for my camera, Sergeant Thomp- 
son started off with us. We soon had 
the sergeant talking and found him in 
the same condition as our Tennessee lad 
of yesterday. We helped him much in 
his relationship with the Lord and we 
both knew why God had kept us ma- 
rooned at Roberts Field during these 
days. We spoke further about the cor- 
poral who had been injured, and learned 
that he worked for Thompson, who knew 
all the details. The corporal was in 
the Firestone Hospital, and we stopped 
to see him, and Donald went to him. 
He revealed to DGB how, as he lay 
in the debris of the accident the pre- 
vious evening with five broken ribs, 
a broken hip, cuts, and bruises, he cried 
out to God to save his soul for Jesus’ 
sake and to aid him physically. We were 
convinced the lad was brought to his 
terrible situation by the providential and 
ordained will of God in order that he 
might be saved. Prayer was had with 
him and the sergeant promised to see 
him frequently and to keep up Christian 
fellowship with him. 

On we go, and soon we are in new 
territory, some very wild country, and 
some extremely rough and terrible roads. 
We pass an Army truck out in the bush 
buying up bananas and pineapples for 
the Army base, and among the group 
is Tillsworth of Tennessee. I ask him 
if he has read my Testament and he re- 
joices my heart by telling me he read 
it this morning. About a mile farther 
we encounter an Army truck stuck in 
‘the mud alongside of a broken-down 
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bridge. I bring my camera into play here 
to get this shot of our boys in trouble 
in Africa. We finally patch the bridge 
up with planks and, with a prayer in 
our hearts, watch Sergeant Thompson 
take the car over with about an inch to 
spare on either side. We pass through 
some thick jungle growth, and speak 
about some of the tough going our GI’s 
must have had when fighting the Japs 
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in the Pacific jungles. At last we see 
the buildings of the mission up on a 
hillside, and soon we are in the cottage 
of Mrs. and Mrs. Flothmeier. I shall 
ever be grateful to Miss Stehli of Tue 
Sunpay Scuoot Trmes Staff for giving 
me the name of E. H. Flothmeier, and 
in my next résumé of events hope to 
cover our experiences there, which we 
will long remember. 


Teaching Boys and Girls to Grow 


Using the flannelgraph to help newly born-again 
‘ youngsters become spiritually strong 


T IS always a joy to have children 

respond to the invitation to accept 
the Lord as their personal Saviour, but 
that is not sufficient. If we wish them 
to become strong Christians we must 
show them how they may grow. 

After a special evangelistic meeting 
at which eleven children had accepted 
the Lord, I became much concerned that 
these children become growing Chris- 
tians, for I felt that much of the criti- 
cism leveled at adult Christians is due 
to the fact that they were not taught 
how to grow. After much prayer as to 
how to meet this need among the chil- 
dren, I was led to prepare the follow- 
ing message, which may be given in one 
lesson or divided into three separate 
parts. 

The children were questioned as to 
the three most necessary requirements 
to keep them well and strong physically 
—fresh air, food, and exercise — and 
as to just what happens when any one 
of these is neglected. They readily saw 
that not one can be dispensed with even 
for one day. On the flannelgraph board 
a picture of a healthy child was placed, 
and the words “fresh air,” “food,” and 
“exercise” were placed underneath. The 
children were then told that as Chris- 
tians there are three things that are 
just as necessary to make them growing 
Christians. These three things are 
prayer, Bible reading, and _ service. 
Prayer is the Christian’s fresh air; Bible 
reading is the food that nourishes our 
spiritual life; and service is our exer- 
cise. 

Yhe verse, “But thanks be to God 
which giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ” (1 Cor. 15:57), was 
visualized on the flannelgraph board 
with the word “PRAYER,” made from 
blue colored letters, put underneath ver- 
tically. Now each letter was considered 
in turn. “P” stood for the word “Prayer.” 
“R” told us what prayer does, it “Re- 
moves” our hurts, our unkind feelings, 
our troubles, and the like. “A” showed 
us what happens to us when we pray. 
It “Alters,” or changes, us. We cannot 
pray for someone who has wronged 
us and still keep harboring unkind 
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thoughts about that one. “Y” told us 
for whom we should pray, “You and 
Yours” — that means your friends, your 
enemies, your problems. “E” told us 
that prayer “Enables” us. We are power- 
less to witness for our Lord unless He 
enables us, and when we ask the Lord 
for this power He gives it to us. “R’ 
taught us that prayer “Reinforces” us 
and strengthens us to meet the tempta- 
tions of the day. 


A picture of an open Bible was next 
put on the flannelgraph board with the 
visualized verse, “Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unto my path” 
(Psa. 119:105). The letters for “BIBLE 
READING” were. placed below this 
verse vertically, before discussing each 
letter. “B” was for “Bible.” “I” told us 
that Bible reading “Increases” our knowl- 
edge of how we should live as Christians. 
“B” dispelled our doubts because it “Ban- 
ishes” them. When someone says to us, 
“I don’t believe that,” we can turn to 
God’s Word, and if God says it happened 
then we have no room for any doubt. 
“I,” reminded us that Jesus said we 
were to “Learn” of Him. “E” stood 
for help because it “Encourages” us. 
When we faii, we can find stories of 
other people. who failed, but who con- 
fessed their failures and were restored 
by God. 


The “R” in Bible reading stood for 
“Reassures.” Sometimes when we do 
wrong we feel that we cannot possibly 
belong to Jesus, but when we read a 
verse like John 3:36 we know we are 
still His, in spite of everything. Just 
as battleships need an escort in time of 
war, so the “E” told us that we have an 
“Escort” through this. world. “A” told 
us we are “Armed” when, as Paul tells 
us, we put on the whole armor of God. 
“D” spoke of direction, God “Directs” 
us, through His Word, as to how we 
sheuld behave under all circumstances. 
“TJ” showed us that Bible reading “In- 
fluenced” us for good. “N” made us 


* mindful of the fact that the Bible is our 


spiritual food because it “Nourishes” us. 
Last of all the “G” reminds us of the

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


HE period of our Lord’s ministry 

on earth was coming rapidly to its 
end, and many in Israel had not 

yet heard the Kingdom message. While 
as a people they had been waiting (at 
least presumably) for Messiah’s coming 
for centuries, they did not know that 
He had appeared already. It was in 
the plan of God that they should have 
the opportunity to accept Him as their 
King, and so Jesus appointed the twelve 
apostles and, later on, seventy other 
messengers, who were commanded to go 
before Him into every city where He 
would follow later, and to make known 
the fact that the promised One was in 
the land already and men were respon- 
sible to receive Him and yield alle- 
giance to Him. They were to go from 
place to place, two by two, witnessing 
that the Kingdom of God was at hand. 
It is evident, though not mentioned di- 
rectly, that the Lord empowered the 
venty as He.did the Twelve, not only 
to heal the sick, but to work other mir- 
acles as signs of the coming age, for 
when they had completed their tour 
they were rejoicing in that “even the 
‘devils [demons]” were subject to them. 
We need to remember the limited char- 
acter, of their ministry, both as to time 
and scope, as we consider the instruc- 
tion given them before they set out. 
It would be folly to assume that Christ’s 
servants in after years were to be under 
these rules of conduct. As the King’s 
forerunners in His own land, they had 
a right to expect His subjects to care 
for them. The present mission of His 
sent-ones to a lost world is of an alto- 
gether different character and could not

be carried out in the world under pres- 
ent. conditions, without purse or scrip. 
But the spirit of the commission is for 
all who endeavor to serve the Lord 
Christ. To seek to make the ministry 
of the Word a lucrative profession is 
to dishonor the One we are called to 
represent, 


The Historical Setting 


The twelve apostles were chosen and 
commissioned by Jesus while He was in 
Galilee, in the spring, about A.D. 28. 
It was after leaving Galilee for the last 
time, when He was in Perea, on the 
eastern side of the Jordan, about to 
begin His final journey to Jerusalem, 
that He appointed the Seventy to pre- 
cede Him into many villages where He 
had not ministered previously. The year 
A.D. 29 was drawing to a close, and 
soon He was to be given up, to death 
for the redemption of His people. 


Verse by Verse 


Mark 6:7.—“He called unto him the 
twelve ... and gave them power.” It 
is not we who choose Hirh, but He who 
chooses us and fits us for His service. 
He selected the Twelve and gave them 
the needed ability to do the work He 
had for them. 

Verses 8, 9—“Commanded them: that 
they should take ‘nothing for their jour- 
ney.” They were going forth in His 
name to the people of Israel, to announce 


the coming of the Kingdom. It was not, 


necessary to prepare for a lengthy mih- 
istry, as all would be over, so far as 
this phase of their work was concerned, 
in a very short time. 


Verse 10.—“In what place soever ye 
enter ... there/abide.” As the King’s 
representatives they had a right to ex- 
pect entertainment from His loyal sub- 
jects. Whenever a home was opened to 
them they were to make it their head- 


and sent them two and two before his face into every 
city and place, whither he himself would come.

Verse 11—“Shdkeof the. dust onder xy 


your feet for a testimony against 

If any refused to receive them, it indie” 
cated a spirit of rebellion against the One 
whom God had sent. In typically Oriental 
fashion they were to indicate the divine 
displeasure as they turned away from 
those who refused their testimony. The 
judgment of such would be far worse 
than that of “Sodom and Gomorrah,” 
because they sinned against greater 
light. 

Verse 12.—“They ... preached that 
men should repent.” This is ever the 
preparatory message. No man is réady 
to receive Christ until he realizes and 
confesses his lost and sinful condition. 


Verse 13.—“They . . . anointed with oil 
many that were sick.” This is the only 
other place in the Gospel where the 
same method as that mentioned in James 
5:14 was used in connection with the 
healing of the sick. The oil was a type 
of the Holy Spirit. 

Luke 10:1.—“The Lord appointed other 
seventy also,” in addition to the Twelve 
whom He had set apart as His special 
representatives. These were to go “be- 
fore his face into every city and place” 
which He was yet to visit as He jour- 
neyed slowly toward Jerusalem. 


Verse 2.—“Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he would send forth 
labourers.” The Lord of the harvest is 
God Himself. It is incumbent on His 
children to pray that laborers may be 
thrust forth (literal rendering) into the 
great harvest field to win souls for His 
glory. What was true of the Seventy 
in their limited sphere is just as true 
for us today with the great world har- 
vest waiting for reapers (John 4: 35-38). 
We cannot forego our responsibility by 
pleading ignorance of conditions, We 
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are to look on the harvest until we re- 
alize the néed of workers. 


Chap. 14:25.—“There went great mul- 
titudes with him.” The common people, 
we are told, heard Him gladly. But 
of these multitudes there were many in 
whose hearts. there was no real work 
of grace. Jesus must have reality, so He 
tested the throngs by putting before 
them the real meaning of discipleship. 


Verse 26—“If any man come to me, 
and hate not his father, and mother, and 
wife, and children, and brethren, and 
sisters, yea, and his own life also, he 
cannot be my disciple.” The Lord Jesus 
is downright exclusive. He asks for 
complete surrender to His will. If the 
nearest and dearest, and one’s own heart 
would suggest an easier way, they must 
not be listened to. So fervent must be 
our love and loyalty to Him that, in 
comparison, our love for our closest rela- 
tives (if opposed to Christ) will seem 
as hatred. 

Verse 27.—“Bear his cross.” To see a 
man, in that day, carrying a cross would 
be a definite indication that he was go- 
ing out to die. So Christ’s disciples are 
’ to be prepared to die daily on His be- 
half, to endure whatever shame and 
ignominy the world may heap upon them 
for Christ’s mame’s sake, as they go 
forth in faith to follow Him.

you tenderly, but I love Christ more.” 
This, I think, illustrates exactly what 
Jesus meant. 

Following Jesus. When we speak of 
following Jesus many think of following 
Him into His Heaven. But He had the 
very opposite thought in mind. .We are 
called to follow Him out of His Heaven 
down into this world of sin and sorrow, 
in which He is the rejected One, endur- 
ing grief and persecution for His name’s 
sake, as we seek to make Him known 
to those still living in rebellion against 
Him. 


Summaries and Applications 

We should recognize the fact that in 
the commissions of the Twelve and the 
Seventy we have to do with a former 
dispensation, and we cannot carry every- 
thing from that dispensation over into 
the present age of grace. There are, 
nevertheless, important lessons from 
which we may draw help and instruc- 
tion as we seek today to do the will of 
God. 

It is all-important that we distinguish 
between salvation, which is all of grace, 
and discipleship, to which those who 
are saved already have been called by 
the Lord, who redeemed them. 

There are many ‘people who have to 
give up splendid prospects on earth in 
order to put Christ’s interests first. He 
who refuses to do this will lose his life, 
while the one who counts all things as 
dross for Christ’s sake will keep it unto 
life eternal. Many young~ men and 
women are facing this question today, 
when laborers in the mission field are 
sorely needed. , 

Is Christ to have the pre-eminent 
place in your heart? Are you so yielded 
to Him that you are prepared to let 
Him have His way in your life? You 
who know Christ and have the message 
the world needs, are you willing to give 
up worldly interests and go forth at His 
call to proclaim the Gospel to those who 
are siting in darkness? 

Not everyone is called to relinquish all 
secular employment in order to give full 
time to Christian service, but it medns 
much to be yielded to God for whatever 
plan He has for us. 

Many people fail to realize the serious- 
ness of this matter of discipleship. It is 
not for one emotionally aroused to say, 
“I am ready to be a missionary or a 
preacher.” One needs to weigh the 
question thoughtfully and seriously to 
realize whether God has called him to 
such service or not. 

Out of the many who became dis- 
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ciples of Jesus Christ, there were only 
twelve whom He selected to be apostles, 
and another seventy to whom He gaVe 
a lesser commission. 

So today it is He v-ho chooses and 
qualifies those whom He ordains for 
special full-time service in the Gospel, 
whefher at home or abroad; but all 
Christians are responsible to serve in 
the sphere in which they are found.

“And he called unto him the twelve, 
and began to send them forth” (Mark 
6:7).—Upon asking a Christian worker 
the reason for his special rejoicing on 
one occasion, he answered, “Because I 
have the privilege of serving the Lord !” 
Knowing that his service was not what 
one could call outstanding, and feeling 
that I was not getting his viewpoint, 
I asked, “What do you mean?” 

He answered, “Supposing the Lord 
Jesus had decided to carry on all phases 
of Christian service all by Himself, or 
suppose He had ‘determined to use angels 
instead of humans, think of the ‘priv- 
ilege that would have been denied us!” 

That was something I had not specially 
thought of —the difference between be- 
ing a’mere spectator and an actual par- 
ticipator. 


What a joy it must have been to the - 


apostles to be called and sent forth by 
Him! Although believers today have 
not the special calling and empowering 
of the original Twelve, they, neverthe+ 
less, are called and enabled of the Lord 
to serve Him in their various spheres. 
“Unto every one of us is given grace 
according to the measure of the gift of 
Christ” (Eph. 4:7). “Ye serve the Lord 
Christ” (Col. 3:24). 


“And commanded them that they 
should take nothing for their journey, 
save a staff only; no scrip [or bag —see 
1 Sam. 17:40], no bread, no money in 
their purse” (Mark 6:8).—In Oakland, 
California, I was asked by an express- 
man, “Are you one of those persons who 
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believes in dividing up the Scriptures?” 
I answered in the affirmative. He said, 
“I don’t belong to that class, for I refuse 


“to divide it.” 


With a desire to help him see his mis- 
take, I asked, “Isn’t your Bible itself 
divided into two major sections called 
‘Old’ and ‘New’ Testaments?” “To be 
sure, it is,” he answered, “but I mean I 
don’t believe in dividing the teaching 
of the Bible and say this portion applies 
especially to the Jews, and that to the 
Gentiles, and the other to the Church of 
God.” 

“Well, then,” I said, “I should like to 
ask you when you last took a lamb to 
Jerusalem to be offered on an altar?” 
“Oh, well,” said he, “such commands 
applied to the Jews who were living 
before Christ came.” 

“Now you are doing the very thing 
you said you didn’t believe in doing,” 
said I. “But we have to do that much,” 
he said. 

“Indeed we do, and a great deal more,” 
I replied; “for we are enjoined to di- 
vide the ‘word of truth’ rightly” (2 Tim. 
2: 15).

If the candle were a Christian,and that tc 
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are considering is an example of the 
care to be exercised to discover to whom 
the words were spoken, also when and 
where they apply. If we believed that 
the words, “take nothing” for your jour- 
ney applied to workers today, we would 
have to conclude that all evangelists, 
pastors, and teachers who carried bags 
of pérsonal belongings on their trips 
were acting unscripturally, and that mis- 
sionaries who took the necessaries to 
foreign countries were violating the 
Lord’s command. 

A relative of mine just received word 
from China, the gist of which was, “If 
you are coming to China as a mission- 
ary, bring everything you will need with 
you, because of the great scarcity of 
things here.” 

The command to “take nothing” was 
given by the Lord to the apostles for a 
special mission to a special people — 
“the lost sheep of the house of Israel.” 
(See parallel passage, Matt. 10:5, 6.) 
Byt later, the same Lord said to the 
same apostles, “But now, he that hath 
a purse, let him take it...” (Luke 22: 
35, 36). Failure to notice the changes 
made by the Lord Himself in His in-

“But be shod with sandals; and not put 
on two coats” (Mark 6:9).—At the con- 
clusion of a service in Montana, I handed 
a tract to a man as he was leaving. He 
said, “No, thanks, for my Lord never 
did that.” “Never did what?” I asked, 
quite taken aback by his refusal. “He 
never distributed literature,” he replied. 

“That may be so,” I said, “but certainly 
He approved of‘ the publishing of the 
Word of God — and tract distribution is 
one method of publishing that Word.” 

“Well, if you wish to khow more of 
what I believe, you may visit me to- 
morrow,” he gaid and departed, after 
giving me his address. 

I called on him the next day and 
found he had a co-worker with him. 
They informed me that they took Mark 
6:7-11 literally as their commission. I 
looked around and noticed the absence 
of bag, money, purse, extra coats, and 
so forth. But when I looked at their 
feet, I saw shoes, not sandals. 

Their argument about shoes being 
more appropriate and convenient in that 
climate than sandals satisfied me that 
they did not take the passage literally. 

Wondering if they had gone far enough 
into the Holy Scriptures to discover the 
Gospel of the grace of God, I asked them, 
“Are you saved?” They answered, 
“We're being saved.” “How?” I asked. 
They replied, “By His life.” “Which 
life?” I asked. “The life He lived here 
on earth,” they said. “That life con- 
demned me,” I said, “but through faith 
in His death for my sins I am saved, and 
shall be ‘saved’ by His resurrection life” 
(Rom. 5:9, 10). 

When, despite an array of Scriptures 
given them (e.g., Acts 16:31; Rom. 10: 
9, 10; 1 Cor. 1:18; Eph. 2:8, 9), they in- 
sisted that no one could be saved apart 
from imitating the earthly life of Christ, 
I cared not about shoes and sandals, but 
wished that their feet were shod with 
the “preparation of the gospel of peace” 

(Eph. 6:15). “How beautiful are the 
feet of them that preach the gospel of 
peace, and bring glad tidings of good 
things” (Rom. 10:15). ,

Helpers of Jesus 
(Luke 10:1, 2, 4, 5, 17a) 


HE men who are called helpers of 

Jesus in this lesson are not the twelve 
disciples whom the Lord Jesus called 
and took with Him wherever He went. 
They were seventy other disciples to 
whom the Lord gave this special job 
of going out to the cities and places 
where He was going to go. They were 
advance men, telling the people the Lo: 
Jesus was coming. ’ 

He told them some strange things. 
They were not to take purse, scrip, or 
shoes, and they were not to stop to talk 
to people by the way, for they were on 
business for the Lord. 

But you wonder how they could get 
along with no purse, no money, and no 
bag, which they called a scrip, and no 
shoes. Well, they wore their sandals, and 
they were to be fed, in each city and 
town, by the people who believed. And 
if a town refused to receive them, Christ 
said it was just the same as if it refused 
Him, and they were to leave it. 

These seventy men went out from city 
to city with the message Christ gave 
them, and came back rejoicing and

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happy, for they had found out the joy 
of serving the Lord Jesus Christ and 
the power of His name. 

Did you ever go out and do some work 

for your.mother? Maybe you ran’ some 
errands and went to the store, then you 
took the clothes to the laundry lady, 
and maybe you delivered some eggs. 
When you came home, you were tired, 
but you were happy, too, because you 
had done something to help Mother, and 
she had kissed you and told you how 
much she loved you, and how thankful 
she was for your help. Have you ever 
done this?

Offer 
to help Mother. There’s something 
funny about helping do anything. You 
always like the thing you helped to 
make, and you're always proud of the 
job you helped to finish. 
_ Then there’s a special thrill in doing 
The 
disciples went with Jesus for three years, 
and then, after He had gone back to 
Heaven, they went on working for Him, 
preaching His Gospel as long as they 
lived; they never wanted to do anything 
else. 

Paul met the Lord ‘Jesus Christ one 
day on the Damascus road, and the first 
thing he said to Him was, “Lord, what 
do you want me to do?” Paul preached 
the Gospel as long as he lived. 

The Lord wants all believers to do 
something, even if they are only in the 
Beginners class, and surely every one of 
the Primary class can do the things that 
will please Him. — 

What can you do? Ask your play- 
mates to come to Sunday school. Tell 
them about the Lord Jesus dying for 
their sins. Lots of people right here 
in America do not know Christ died for 
them. 

Take your Sunday school papers to 
some other child when you have read 
them (if they’re the kind that have any 
Gospel in them).

They 
were to speak courteously to whoever 
met them at:the door of the house where 
they called. If they were received cour- 
teously, they were to stay at this house 
and. get their meals there. They were 
to heal the sick with the power the 
Lord gave them, and preach, telling the 
people that the Kingdom of God. was 
open: to them. The Seventy obeyed, 
and later returned with joy as they saw 
what they had been able to do by the 
Lord’s help. 

Does our town need more than the 
ministers to carr¥ the word about the 
Lord Jesus and the Kingdom of God to 
the people? Who helps? Yes, the choir, 
the Sunday school teachers, and so on. 
But still they are not enough. More 
who love the Lord Jesus and are willing

Notice the progressive steps in Chris- 
tian service. Blessings must first be re- 
ceived from God; Christians must share 
their growth in faith with understand- 
ing friends; to complete the cycle, they 
must pour forth the blessings received 
to a needy world. As we instruct young 
people on how to grow in grace, let us 
remember the patience of faithful serv- 
ants of God who helped us to grow. We 
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met our spiritual guides in Christian 
homes, in church and Sunday school, in 
prayer meeting, revivals, rallies, conven- 
tions, and Bible study classes. We 
watched them live among us and were 
inspired by their personal concern for 
us. 

Then, as we gained spiritual strength 
we shared with fellow learners in Chris- 
tian Endeavor and other Christian clubs, 
and in small ways we began to witness 
for our Lord among those who appre- 
ciated and understood us. 

Gradually these friends pushed us out 
of the cornfortable nest of dependence 
upon stronger souls, and helped us to 
gain experiences in serving Christ in 
situations where we had to depend 
wholly upon Him for grace and strength 
to carry us through. Visits to hospitals, 
jails, old people’s homes, missions, and 
individual personal work opened the 
way for us to tell what Christ meant 
in our own lives, and pray that others 
might know and love Him, too. 

Christ put His disciples through train- 
ing somewhat like our own. Display 
to the class pictures that recall how He 
had talked with them personally; He 
had taken them into‘large gatherings 
and small while He made multitudes 
aware of God; He had asked His dis- 
ciples to express their growing faith to 
Him and to one another, and some of 
them He called apart for special revela- 
tions of: Himself. When He went forth 
to minister to human need, He took His 
pupils along to observe how He dealt 
with sin and sorrow, and finally He as- 
signed a lesson in practical experience 
as He sent them out to minister to the 
whole personality, spirit, soul, and body, 
of those with whom they dealt. 
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How did the Lord impress the eternal 
importance of this mission? (Mark 6: 
7-13; Luke 10:1, 2.) He gave the dis- 
ciples power to work for Him. He for- 
bade His workers to carry excess bag- 
gage that would hinder their progress. 
Is anything or anyone. hindering the 
girls of our class from serving Christ? 

How did Christ warn the disciples 
against opposition to, their ministry? 
They must help those who would accept 
the Gospel,.but not waste precious mo- 
ments upon enemies who would attempt 
to melt their hearts. Final results, then 
as always, must be left in the hands of 
God. Only a God-chosen, God-guided 
girl can do the Lord’s work as He wants 
her to do it. 

Our next three lessons deal further 
with the growth of Christian workers. 
In Lesson 11 we shall see how Christ 
taught His disciples, and how His Word 
instructs us. Lesson 12 gives sugges- 
tions for sharing experiences, praying 
with friends, and “building up” one an- 
other in Christian faith (Jude 20). 
Lesson 13 carries our thoughts into other 
lands where Christians are already at 
work, but where greater harvests are 
waiting for whosoever is willing to an- 
swer the call to serve.

AY, fellows, it must have been a 

tremendously important matter that 
would cause Jesus to send His twelve 
disciples out, two by two, among 
strangers, without any money for ex- 
penses, without ,extra clothing; indeed, 
with only a staff in their hands, ‘besides 
the one suit of garments which they 
wore. The record in Mark 6:7-13, our 
lesson text, does not indicate what He 
told them to do, except by implication 
where it is stated He gave them- power 
over unclean spirits; and they used that 
power. But the record tells us they did 
something else: they called on men to 
repent. We are told that the original 
Greek word from which that word “re- 
pent” is translated means to “change 
your mind,” “think differently.” Evi- 
dently the people were thinking wrong; 
they were making a serious mistake in 
their thinking. Later, the disciples used 
another important word. They said, 


“Repent ... and be converted” (Acts 
3:19). The word “convert” means to 
“turn about.” When Saul of Tarsus was 


converted, he turned completely about. 
He was on his way to persecute Chris- 
tians. The Lord Jesus met him in the 
way and caused him to “think differ- 
ently,” and Paul was born again. The 


result of that was an Apostle Paul, 
spending himself, his life, and every- 
thing he had to make Christians. 

It would be a good thing, fellows, for 
all of us to check up on our thinking. 
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We want to be very sure that we are 
thinking right, for our thinking is at 
the source of our actions, or our failure 
to act when we should. That is one 
reason why the “movies” have such a 
large part in the tremendous increase 
in crime today —particularly juvenile 
crime. A fellow goes to a “picture” 
which is put on to show that “crime does 
not pay.” That is the advertised reason 
for the picture. The real reason is box 
office receipts, so it is made very exciting 
and very thrilling. The crime must be 
very clever and very vile. The villain 
must be smart and a perfect devil. The 
plot must be very subtle and very suc- 
cessful; but the villain is caught and 
jailed, or maybe he is shot to death in 
the last few moments of the play. As 
a fellow sits there looking upon a pic- 
ture of that kind, living through its 
thrilling details, he is keyed up to high 
tension, and his thinking on crime is in 
high gear. Do you suppose that the 
last five minutes of the play, in which 
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the villain and his pals are run down ° 
and punished, are all that remains in a 
fellow’s thinking? Not on your life! 

Not only the vicious movies are mold- 
ing the thinking of our young people to- 
day, but some of the comic (?) strips, reek- 
ing with crime, are doing their part. One 
of the most popular ones showed how 
to steal a parked and locked automo- 
bile — five pictures in the strip, showing 
the process in detail, not an upset— 
even at the end—nor the hint of a 
moral in it. 

Next we have the mayor of Chicago 
stating that in an average of eight auto- 
mobiles stolen daily in that city, four 
of them are taken by boys aged fourteen 
to seventeen. ' 

Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
F.B.1.,.said in a published article: “To- 
day’s unchurched child is tomorrow’s 
criminal. . . . This country is in deadly 
peril. We can win this war and still 
lose freedom for all in America, for a 
creeping rot of moral disintegration is 
eating into our nation. I am not easily 
shocked or alarmed; but today, like thou- 
sands of others, I am shocked and 
alarmed. The arrests of teen-age boys 
and girls all over the country are stag- 
gering. Some of the crimes that young- 
sters are committing are almost unspeak- 
able. [Here he named some so vile that 
I am unwilling to display them in this 
treatment.] These are ugly words, but 
this is an ugly situation . . . symptoms 
of a condition which threatens to de- 
velop a ‘lost generation’ more hopelessly 
lost than any that has gone before.” 

Mr. Hoover ought to know. 

Fellows, it is time somebody should 
be “thinking differently,” don’t you 
think? If we have been crossing our 
fingers and saying, “This does not touch 
me; I’m no criminal,” we are thinking 
Hundreds 
of thousands — yes, doubtless millions — 
of your buddies in this fair land are 
getting on the toboggan, and eternal 
death is at the bottom of the grade. 
Maybe if we would “think differently” 
we would do something about it. 

Repent — think differently.

Archaeological Side Lights 
On the lesson for June 9

Two and Two 


HEN Christ sent forth the twelve 

disciples to preach, they were to 
go “by two and two” (Mark 6:7). The 
Greek text reads merely, “two two” 
(duo duo), and is equivalent to the 
English expression “by two and two,” 
or, as we would say today, “two by 
two.” The German scholar, Wellhausen, 
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said that this expression in the Greek 
text of the Bible was not truly 
Greek.t- A generation or more ago 
it was common. among Greek scholars 
to explain many constructions in the 
Greek New Testament as either poor 
and ungrammatical Greek, or as Semitic 
idioms borrowed from some of the 
Semitic languages, such as Hebrew or 
Aramaic. New Testament archaeologi- 
cal discoveries of the last part of the 
nineteenth century and the early twen- 
tieth century have shown that many sup- 
posed “grammatical errors” and semi- 
tisms were not such at all, but were 
perfectly good constructions in every- 
day Greek. 

An examination of ancient sources 
shows that expressions of this type, 
where the numeral is repeated to give 
the idea of “two by two,” “three by 
three,” and so forth, appeared in the

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Greek classical writers, Aeschylus? 
(about 500 B.C.) and Sophocles 3 (about 
450 B.C.). Deissmann points out that 
these examples are sufficient to account 
for the use of such an expression in 
the New Testament. This expression, 
however, was also good popular Greek, 
remaining in Middle Greek and coming 
down into the Modern Greek of the 
present day. This means that the usage 
ean be traced for twenty-five hundred 
years. - 

Recent archaeological discoveries in 
Egypt add further light, for we find in 
one of the letters of the third century 
A.D., excavated at Oxyrhynchus, that 
a certain Isidorus' writes to a man named 
Aurelius to “bind the branches by three 
and three in bundles.” Still more re- 
cently among the Oxyrhynchus papyri 
there has been noted a magical formula 
of the third century A.D., which contains 
this construction (two two) following a 
preposition.4 Archaeological discoveries 
continue to show that the Greek of the 
New Testament was good everyday 
Greek, such as would be readily under- 
stood by all men, of every class, who 
knew the language. 


The Scrip or Wallet 


N GIVING directions to the disciples, 

Christ said that they were to take 
no “scrip,” or as the American Revision 
reads, “no wallet” (Gr., pera, Mark 6: 
8). Most commentators have assumed 
this scrip or wallet to be some sort of 
a traveling bag,5 and others have taken 
it as a bread bag.@ Deissmann points 
out that as far as the Greek word ‘pera) 
is concerned, it could be either one.7 

One of the archaeological monuments 
gives interesting light on the whole sit- 
uation, This monument was erected dur- 
ing the Roman imperial period (con- 
temporary with New Testament times) 
at Kefr-Hauar in Syria by a pagan per- 
son who calls himself a “slave” of the 
Syrian goddess. This heathen apostle 
tells that he was “sent by the lady” 
and as he made his jouraeys he begged 
for “the lady” and boasts that “each 
journey brought in seventy bags.” 8 The 
word used for bag is pera, the same as 
translated scrip or wallet in Mark 6:8. 
The monument clearly shows that the 
word refers to a beggar’s collecting bag. 
Using this new light, we can say that 
Christ was not sending forth His dis- 
@iples to be beggars, but to preach re- 
pentance in a straightforward way. They~

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were not to be a burden on anyone by 
begging, but were to depend for their 
living on those who received the word. 
Paul made tents in order not to be a 
burden on anyone during the early days 
of the church. At the same time, the 
Lord’s people have a responsibility to 
those in Christian service, for “the 
laborer is worthy of his hire.” 


Sodom and Gomorrah 
HRIST indicated that any city that 
did not receive the disciples and 

their message would have even a less 
tolerable time in the day of judgment 
than Sodom and Gomorrah (Mark 6:11). 
Sodom and Gomorrah were apparently 
at the south end of the Dead Sea. The 
archaeological work of Albright and 
Glueck has shown that there was a 
break in civilization at the south end 
of the Dead Sea about 2000 B.C., or a 
little after, and this was likely con- 
nected with the cataclysm which brought 
about the destruction of Sodom and Go- 
morrah.9 

It is possible that the cities of Sodom 
and Gomorrah are now covered by the 
shallow waters at the south end of the 
Dead Sea. There is evidence that the 
level of the Dead Sea has been slowly 
rising, for in 1892, M. G. Kyle observed 
an island at the north end of the Dead 
Sea, and in 1924 he rode over the same 
island in a motorboat. This was pos- 
sible because of the rise in the level 
of the water in the intervening years.1° 

In popular articles on archaeology, it 
is sometimes reported that aviators fly- 
ing over the shallow waters at the south 
end of the Dead Sea saw the cites of 
Sodom and Gomorrah under. the water. 
No substantiation of this report has ever 
appeared, as far as the writer knows. 
It reminds one of the reported discovery 
of the ark by Russian aviators on Mount 
Ararat, which likewise has received no 
real substantiation as yet.11 There is so 
much trustworthy, archaeological light 
on the Bible that one does not have to 
follow unsubstantiated reports.

as individuals. God, sending His own 
Son to be the Saviour of the world, has 
voted for our salvation. The deciding 
vote is with each morally responsible 
person, as far as our own destruction 
or salvation is concerned. Therefore, 
“Choose you this day whom ye will 
serve.” 

And now, it is to be noted that rather 
than being a hindrance to faith, the 
Bible teaching on original sin is a help 
to faith, when it is rightly understood. 
Fer one thing, it fits the facts of life. 
It is the only ethical interpretation of 
the biological facts of heredity and con- 
genital ills. Dr. Buswell tells of a physi- 
cian, a church member, who gave up his 
profession of Christian faith on the 
ground that the doctrine of hereditary 
sin was unjust. For some years he went 
on in this unbelief, but day by day, in 
his medical practice, the terrible fact of 
the inheritance of sin was. there stand- 
ing before him. In the realm of physi- 
ology he found it all too true that the 
iniquity of the fathers is visited upon 
the children. What he had rejected in 
the Bible pursued him in human life. 
He finally admitted the evidence that 
showed the God of nature also to be 
the God of the Bible, and returned to 
his Christian faith. 

Here, too, is a doctrine that helps us 
to understand ourselves in our personal 
strivings to live better lives. The strug- 
gle to be good holds many defeats and 
disappointments even in the lives of the 
best Christians. What is it that frus- 
trates us in our noblest purposes and 
endeavors? The answer of the Bible is 
that it is original sin, the fact that’ the 
nature with which we are born is cor- 
rupted. This is not to excuse us, nor 
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to weaken our moral strivings, but it is 
a help to understanding ourselves, and 
should put us the more fully on guard 
againgt temptation, and lead us to cast 
ourselves the more completely upon 
Christ as the One who alone can over- 
come in us the effects of the Fall. 


Why do we sin? For various reasons, 
no doubt, but especially because our 
natural bent, as members of a fallen race, 
is to put inclination before obligation. 
We sin because we are sinners. 


But the Bible links all this with the 
parallel truth of redemption through 
Christ, and so must we. In Romans five, 
Paul does not merely state that ruin 
has come to our race through the Fall. 
Rather he draws a parallel between sal- 
vation through Christ and ruin through 
Adam. Men fell in Adam, but they rise 
in Christ. Separate the first from the 
second and you chill the mind with fear 
and doubt. But hold the two truths as 
parallel, and then you see how unsearch- 
able is God’s wisdom, and His ways past 
finding out, and you adore Him for it. 
Says the apostle: “Therefore as by the 
offence of one judgment came upon all 
men to condemnation; even so by the 
righteousness of one the free gift came. 
upon all men unto justification of life”

EW of us have any questions as to 

the importance of a good foundation 
for a building. We accept as a matter of 
course the fact that, no matter how 
excellent may be the materials or how 
careful the workmanship, unless the 
building rests upon a good and substan- 
tial foundation it will not endure. It 
should not be difficult, therefore, for us 
to understand that Christian leadership 
thust also be built upon the right kind 
of foundation if it is to endure. Our 
Scripture lesson ‘from 1 Corinthians 3 
tells us that there is only one founda- 
tion. -It is the Lord Jesus, Himself. All 
Christian building must begin with Him 
with a recognition and whole-hearted 
acceptance of Him as Saviour and Lord. 

We cannot hope to perform any worth- 
while service for Him until we first be- 
long to Him by receiving Him into our 
hearts. This must be a definite and per- 
sonal transaction between each. indi- 
vidual, and the Lord Jesus. We do not 
grow into becoming His disciples or fol- 
lowers or workmen. There is a very 
important place for growth once we have 
become His, but we cannot begin to 
grow ‘until we first have received life 
from Him, through acceptance of Him as 
our Saviour. If you have not done this, 
stop where you are in your training for 
Christian leadership and settle this im- 
portant matter at once. You can do so 
in the quiet of your own room.

Having settled the matter of founda- 
tion, the next step in training for lead- 
ership is that of discipleship. We saw 
last week fhat one of the costs of good 
leadership is learning to be a good fol- 
lower. We cannot hope to lead others 
to follow the Lord Jesus until we have 

- first learned this lesson. The Lord said: 
“If any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me” (Matt. 16:24). The cross 
that the Lord Jesus spoke of was not 
His eross, but the cross of denial of self, 
self-will, séelf-plans, and self-ambitions. 
Are you prepared to take that step in 
your. training-for leadership?. © 
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Certainly one important step in pre- 
paring for Christian leadership is that 
of acquiring a knowledge of the Word 
of God. “Study to shew thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth” (2 Tim. 2:15). Noth- 
ing should be permitted to take the place 
of our own Bible reading and medita- 
tion, but there are many helps to a béet- 
ter knowledge of God’s Word that may 
supplement our owh Bible reading. 
Among them are faithful attendance at 
church and Sunday school where the 
Word is expounded and explained by 
consecrated teachers and preachers, who 
themselves believe the Bible to be the 
Word of God—the infallible Word of 
God. Teacher training classes are im- 
portant if they are Bible centered. Oe er a 
people in or near large cities will find 
opportunities to attend Bible schools at 
night, or full-time or part-time day 
classes as God may lead and direct. Ex- 
cellent correspondence courses are made 
available by the Moody Bible Institute, 
153 Institute Place, Chicago 10. Selec- 
tion of a sound Christian school or col- 
lege, where Bible study is made a part 
of the curriculum, is still another way 
of growing in the knowledge of God’s 
Word.

Tne second portion of our. Scripture 
lesson reminds us of the spiritual armor 
that is to be put on by every Christian, 
and which is an indispensable part of 
his equipment in preparing for leader- 
ship. Notice especially the/' emphasis 
given to prayer and faith and alert 
watehing, recognizing that our real ene- 


mies are not flesh‘ and blood, but spir- ~ 


itual powers, against which our only 
defense is the seven-piece armor which 
is the Lord Jesus Himself. 


Finally, it is well for us to remember 
that we learn to lead by leading. We may 
read about it, think about it, study about 
it, and observe others all to great advan- 
tage. But we shall never become leaders 
until we step out and lead. We do not 
begin by taking great strides any more 
than we learn to walk by such a method. 
We learn to walk by taking one tiny 
step at a time. Sometimes our steps 
were not steady, sometimes we stum- 
bled, but eventually steadiness and con- 
fidence came. Just so, in Christian lead- 
ership. training, we may begin in a 
small way that wili establish our con- 
fidence and help us to grow stronger. 

Your young people’s society should af. 
ford help by giving opportunities to 
serve, first as committee members, later 
as committee chairmen, by leading meet- 
ings occasionally with the help of others, 
and still later by yourself. The Sunday 
school offers many opportunities, first, 
perhaps as a class officer, later by help- 
ing in tHe Beginners or Primary or 
Junior
